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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: U.K. '362 clearly suggested that one skilled in the 
art would have removed the exterior reinforcement of a hose having an internal reinforcement and an external (external to the internal 
reinforcement) reinforcement. The claims as presented do not require that the external reinforcement be an exposed helix about the hose. 
Additionally, the admitted prior art clearly taught that such external reinforcement was desired for a hose. As U.K. '362 clearly provided a 
desire to remove reinforcement at the end of the hose to make a cuffed hose, it would have been understood to perform the same for the 
hoses of the admitted prior art. While U.K. '362 performed the removal of the reinforcement with a cutting operation, the use of an 
alternative means to remove the reinforcement therein would have been udnerstood in the art as evidenced by Burnham. While U.K. '362 
can perform the operation on site, the hose can also be made at the manufacturing local. At the manufacturing local, it would have been 
understood to have been simplier to avoid the cutting operaiton and perform processing similar to that of Burnham in order ot avoid having 
to apply cement over the cut and to make an integral hose which had not cuts therein. For the reasons provided it is deemed that the 
claims at hand would have been obvious to those skilled in the art. Additionally, note that the claims at hand do not require that the 
external reinforcement be exposed in the finished assembly. 
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
